This publication is offered to the legal profession, in the hope that 
it will fill a gap in the library of the busy practitioner, by supplying him 
with a means whereby he may, at a moments notice, ascertain how any 
particular case under consideration has been dealt with by the Courts in 
decisions subsequently reported. 

The method adopted in arranging the cases in the Index is briefly as 
follows : — 

All New South Wales cases, cited in judgments reported in the Law 
Reports of this State, or in the Commonwealth Law Reports, or in reports 
of New South Wales cases on appeal to the Judicial Committee gf the Privy 
Council, are printed in dark type, in alphabetical order. Under each such 
case are given, in chronological order, references to cases in the judgments 
of which the case thus annotated has been judicially cited. Cases merely 
cited in argument have been omitted. Where there are in existence several 
reports of the one case, the reference has been given for convenience to each 
of such reports. It must be noted, however, that owing to some reports 
being of an abbreviated nature, the indexed case in some instances may not 
appear in the judgment of the case of reference, although actually cited by 
the Court in the complete report of such case of reference. 

A list of abbreviations and a table shewing the meanings of the terms 
used in classifying annotating cases will be found on pages v. to vii.

This expression is used where the annotated case is 
not necessarily questioned, but where the decision 
arrived at is justified or accounted for by calling 
attention to some point of fact or of law, which is 
usually, but not necessarily, one not obvious on the 
face of the report. 



F. Followed This expression is used to denote the fact that the

It does not 
necessarily imply the facts are substantially iden- 
tical in each case. 



L.A.R. Leave to appeal This expression is used to denote the fact that appli- 

refused or cation has been made to a higher court for leave 

rescinded to appeal from the decision in the annotated case, 

and that such leave has been refused, or that leave 

which has been previously granted to appeal to a 

higher court has subsequently been rescinded.

This expression is used where the court in the anno- 
tating case, without definitely going to the length 
of saying that the principles of law enunciated in 
the annotated case are wrongly stated, adduce 
reasons which seem to shew that they are stated 
inaccurately.
